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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 4, 8-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record failed to teach or suggest a solder paste comprising a metal powder with core 
metal and surface metal covering the core metal where the core metal includes a tin or 
tin-based alloy and the surface metal is silver, and where the metal powder in the 
soldering paste is 1 -20 vol%. The prior art, Mei, discloses a powder with a core metal 
(tin) and a surface metal (silver) that is typically 50 vol.%. This is higher than the 
claimed 1 -20 vol.%. There would be no motivation to lower the amount of powder 
present in the paste of Mei so that it falls within the claimed range of 1-20 vol.%.
